SAN IVNGUEL, YUCATAN 


Not a Building Is Left Standing In 


Town Where Cortuz Landed When 


. He Discovered Mexico. 


New Orleans, Sept. 8.—Steamship 


advices of the destruction of San 
Miguel, a town on the east coast ol 
Yucatan, by a hurricane, have been 
received hero. The town was wiped 
off the faco of the earth, not a build- 
ing being left standing. The steamer 
Breakwater, which passed San Miguel 
on her way from Now Orleans to Bo- 
llse, found the place In ruins and not 
a living being In sight. 


Son 5llguei was tile oldest town in 


Mexico. It was the place whore Cor- 
to* landed when he discovered Mexi- 
co, ami there he established his head- 
quarters. 
He married the daughter 


of an Indian chief In the little stone 
church, the battered ruln.s of which 
Js all that Is visible from the decks 
of steamships ns they approach the 
harbor. 


From the deck of the Breakwater 


tho ruined village could he plainly 
seen. The hurricane caused I mint use 
damage along tho Mexican coast and 
many Hvrs were lost.

Tho police say they believe Miller 


intended to carry out his threat when 
he left the house, although no weapon 
was found on him. 


Miller denies that he mado threats 


against the president's life and claims 
that Mrs. Smith Is lying. When ques- 
tioned nt police headquarters ho was 
unable to give a clear explanation of 
his whereabouts since (> o'clock Sun- 
day morning. 
He Is held ponding a 


more thorough investigation. 


Danger of Class Hatred. 


Tho danger of cluss hatred between 


labor and capital and an insistence 
that the Interests of worker and em- 
ployer ore ;he same were tho chief 
points made by President Koosovclt In 
his speech In opening the New York 
state fair. 


That tha prosperity of tho country 


resulted in bcnellt to all classes alike 
was declared by tho president an ap- 
parent fact which no one could dis- 
pute. He urged the worker not to con- 
sider his employer his foe and laid es- 
pecial stress on tho denunciation of 
violence in the disputes between labor 
and capital. 


Scores Violence. 


Nothing Is to bo gained, said tha 


president, by Iwjdlly violence on the 
one hand or by vulpine cunning on the 
other. All men, he declared, must be 
equal before the law, and respect for 
the law must be Impressed ai tha 
foremost duty of nil true citizens.

Lo- 
cal vesselmen stated that the boat 
could not possibly have landed at Poo- 
leu.

for It to stop at Lakeside or Catawba 
Island.

Put-ln-Hay nlTords any anchor. Put-In- 
Uay was asked to locate the boat. 
There It was reported that nothing of 
tho Iconise had been seen.

PRIL 7. 150.1. almost two year* 


after the dramatic surrender of 
Fort Sumter to the Confeder- 
ate, a F<-deral fleet In Charles- 


ton harbor made the first attempt to 
recover the renowned citadel. Mere 
lentlment played no part In spurring 
admiral Impoiit to make the attack. 
TVhlle the olllcers and sailors of the 
fleet were stimulated by a latent de- 
tire to pee the old Hag floating once 
more from the staff where It had been 
humiliated April 1-1. 1SU1, that was not 
the end In view. 


Suinter wns the key to Charleston 


fiarlior. and Charleston. In spite of the 
Federal blockade, was the chief entre- 
pot for the Importation of foreign 
arms, munitions of war and many w* 
cessltles of life In the south. To reduce 
Slimier would be to reduce Charleston, 
and to wipe that from the list of block- 
ade running ports would come as a 
knife thrust Into the vitals of the 
Confederacy. 


Briefly the delay In attacking Sumter 


.•was the invention of the Ironclad. The 
Tlctory of the little Monitor over the 
aterrlmac In March, 1802. made every 
jailor envious of the armored ship. Big 
ITtins will batter down concrete para- 
pets If they get near enough, but wood- 
en floating batteries were useless inn- 
thlnes to venture Into the circle of fire 
•K-hlch the Confederates could pour 
upon on attacking fleet from Sumter 
•nd the chain of land batteries around 
the harbor, 'fhe attacking guns must 
lie protected by Iron walls, and l)K- 
pont waited for an Ironclad fleet to 
make the first dash at Sumter. 


Nine new Ironclads were on the scene 


iome time before the attack. In order 
to test the new ships Dnpont sent the 
Montauk. a duplicate of the original 
monitor and commanded by her cap- 
tain, John L. Worden. to batter the 
mud walls of Fort .McAllister, on the 
Georgia coast. 
The fort was not 


harmed In the encounter, but the Mon- 
tauk lived for hours under a .rain of 
•how which barely dented her armor. 


Seven of the new Ironclads wen.- mon- 


itors, each carrying one eleven Inch and 
one fifteen Inch gun In a single turret. 
These were besides the Montauk the 
Weehawken, Captain John Itodgers, 
who had fought the wocden ship Gale- 
na so gallantly under the guns of Dai- 
ry's bluff. In James river, the year be- 
fore; the Passalc, Captain IVrclvul 
iJmyton. one of the heroes of the light 
against forts at Hilton Head; the Cats- 
kill, Commander C. W. Kodgers: tin? 
Nantucket. Commander 1). McNeil 
1'aIrfax, and the Nahant, Commander 
3. A. Downes. In the fleet also were 
two experiments In Ironclads, the most 
important being the New Ironsides, 
christened with the synonym of the 
celebrated frigate Constitution. Tho 
New Ironsides was an armored battle- 
ship,, something after the pattern of 
the Merrlmac. except that she was not 
armed with a raic, and her roof was 
flat Instead of sloping. She carried two 
150 pounder pivot rifles and fourteen 
pleven Inch guns In broadside. The oth- 
«rcxperlnient. the Keokuk, Commander 
.1. C. Hhlml, was a double turret moni- 
tor of extra length and width. 


In the harbor the fleet was to run 


amuck in a channel planted with rope 
and pile obstructions as well as torpo- 
doeri and face the tire of sixty-nine 
guns which from batteries in front, to 
the right and to the left swept the sea. 
Dapont's orders to the ship command- 
ers were to pay no attention to any 
battery except Fort Suinter and to con- 
centrate the lire upon the center em- 
brasure of that work. Tin* walls of the 
fort rose forty-five feet above high 
irater. They were built of the best 
Carolina gray brick laid with mortar, n 
eoncrete of pounded oyster shells and 
cement and a still firmer concrete used 
for the embrasures, which would get 
the hardest blows In a tight. 


Iiupont proposed to head the line 


TTlth Ironsides as his flagship, but his 
captains persuaded htm to take the 
tenter, and the Weehawken led off. 
rh«> batterle* at the entrance to the 
«haunel paid no attention to the fleet 
as it passed silently on, steering for 
Sumter, but when the Weehawken 
came within range of Fort Moultrle 
thrt Confederate and Palmetto flags 
Tun.* flung to the breeze and a salute 
of thirteen guns announced the open- 
ing of the drama of Humter's new ca- 
reer, her war upon the old flag. Fort 
Moultrlo tired the first shot, which the 
WeelmwUeu answered. 
Then Snmter, 


Batteries Bee and Beauregard, Cum- 
silng's Point and Battery 
Wagner 


opened lire. For a wonder the Confed- 
erate commander In Charleston at the 
time was Ileattregard. the original con- 
queror of Sumter. and so the same 
brain that had directed the tire of 
Moultrle and the batteries upon Major 
Anderson's garrison In April, 18W1. now 
directed the bombardment poured upon 
the Federal fleet having Sumter for a 
target. 


The first adventures came to the 


monitor Weehawken. I'odgers ran his 
»blp close up to the rope obstructions 
between Suinter and Moultrle and got 
in the first Federal shot. Finding his 
f lil]> In danger of being snared by the 
obstructions, the captain turned her 
alHiiir. fighting from the stem. As the 
ves.se! turned a torpedo exploded under 
her low, but did no damage beyond 
straining tlw? Iron. 


Dupont's flagship Ironsides was of 


heavy draft with a flat bottom and 
proved unwieldy In action. She got 
within 1..VO yards of Snmter, but was 
at the merry of the current, which car- 
ried her directly over a torpedo made 
from an old holler aud connected with 


Battery Wagner by an electric wire. 
The Confederate electrician In Wagner 
tnlil that he could not ask to have an 
enemy better placed than was the Iron- 
Hides for an hour over 2,000 pounds of 
pent up powder. Ho was even accused 
of trencher}* for not sending her to the 
bottom, but It transpired that the con- 
necting wire had been cut by a heavy 
ordnance wagon passing over It be- 
tween the battery and the beach. 


While the unmanageable ironsides 


lay the play of the current Moultrle di- 
rected all Its lire upon her. This was 
answered by n broadside, the only 
fhots fired at Moultrle. Meanwhile the 
other ships ran their course up to the 
obstructions, opened fire .upon Sumter 
and only retired when the admiral 
hoisted signal to retreat. It was then fi 
o'clock p. m. When the ships reported 
to the anchorage, tin* Keoknk was 
found to be the worst sight of them all. 
She was riddled like a colander, hav- 
ing been struck ninety times in thirty 
minutes. Her hull was pierced by thir- 
teen holes, and her turret had been 
bored through and through. Her gal- 
'lant commander. Captain Rhlnd, came 
forward bleeding and limping from a 
wound received that day. lit; anchored 
ship, but she soon went to the bottom, 
Sumter's first victim. On all of the 
ships the mechanics worked the whole 
night to repair the damage for a renew- 
r.l of the attack In the morning. But 
daylight revealed the fleet's crippled 
condition, and the battle was post- 
poned. 


Next to the Keokuk the Wpehawkon 


differed most. She was struck fifty- 
three times and her deck smashed so 
that the water ran through, while her 
armor hung In fragments and her tur- 
ret could scarcely be revolved owing to 
the dents of heavy blows. The I'assale 
received thirty-live hits, one gun was 
disabled and the turret Jammed so us 
to be Immovable. One rllle shot broke 
eleven plates of the turret and upset the 
pilot house. The Patapsco was struck 
forty-seven times and fired but live 
shots. The Nantucket was struck fifty- 
one times and her fifteen Inch gun dis- 
abled by n shot on her turret. Her tur- 
ret was disabled, the deck cut up and 
some of her side plates left hanging so 
that a slight blow would knock them 
off. The Nahant received thirty-six 
shots, and her turret was disabled. A

piece of Iron weighing seventy pounds 
vas broken from tin. 
1 pilot house by a 


shot and In Its flight struck down the 
pilot and <|tiartermaster. at the same 
time deranging the steering gear. The 
3lontnuk and Catsklll were hit many 
times, but not disabled. These two 
monitors, with the Ironsides, alone es- 
caped the fur}' of the Confederate 
gnus. The Ironsides was lilt ninety- 
five times, but with little damage. 
During the battle there was no wind, 
and tin! sea was smooth. The air -was 
full of shot, and the balls could be'dls- 
tlnctly seen In their course with the 
naki.-d eye. 


The historic "walls of Fort Sumter" 


varied from live to ten feet In thick- 
nt SM. The Ironclad fire damaged them 
In a few places, particularly on the 
outer wall or wa front, where two 
monitor shells from fifteen Inch and 
eleven Inch guns struck together, mak- 
ing a erater six feet high and eight 
feet wide. In another place the para- 
pet was loosened for a space of twen- 
ty-live feet. 
The Ironclads fired 151 


shots at the fort, and fifty-five hit the 
mark. 


Sumter's guns fired 810 shots, and the 


surrounding batteries fired !,:«)!». Out 
of 1','JOO shot* fired at the Ironclads 520 
landed on the vessel*, and His out of 
nine ships were practically disabled In 
action. 
The vessels stood oft* l.'iUO 


to 1.-100 yards' from Sumter and a 
greater distance from the other bat- 
teries. The Federal shots were mostly 
rleoehet shots, which glaneed from 
the water over the fort and to the 
right or left of It. The battle casual- 
ties on both Hides were slight 
Five 


men were wounded In Sumter, four 
killed and four wounded In Wagner by 
accident uud one killed In Moultrle.

Me- 
Curdy recognized him as the person 
who had taken the letter. In an In- 
Plant he was standing In the road con- 
fronting the man with a cocked re- 
rolvcr. 


"I've no money," said Stivers. 
"It Isn't money I want. Give me the 


letter you took." 


"Hold on! I'll explain that. I'm a 


revenue ofllcer, and you're n postman. 
We're liotli In the United States serv- 
ice. 
I'm going now to Join my posse, 


and In five minute* we'll nab two of 
the slickest moonshiners In Tennessee." 


"You'll nab no moonshiners tonight. 


And I'll trouble you for the letter." 


Stivers was astonished. 
He could 


nut understand why a man In another 
branch of the service would prevent 
him from accomplishing his object. 


"This will cost yuu j'our position," 


he said. 


"If It docs It will be for lettln' you 


take the letter." 


Stivers -was a resolute, man and not 


to be balked without an effort. Think- 
ing that McCurdy would not resist 
the force of arms, he drew ills revolver. 
A ball whistled by his head. He fired, 
and his shot was returned. Both men 
were wounded. Stivers fell from his 
seat Into the road. McCurdy crawled 
up to him. put his hand Into his pocket 
and took out the letter. After examin- 
ing the address In the moonlight and 
seeing that it was what be wanted he 
fainted. 


All this occurred within sound of 


the rendezvous and at the moment the 
Campbell brothers met to pass the 
whisky. Hearing the shots, they went 
to the spot where they were fired and 
found Stivers and McCurdy, thu hit- 
ter unconscious. 


An hour later the brothers deposited 


the wounded Stivers where he lodged 
and In the morning drove up to their 
own cabin with McCurdy. When Mag 
f>aw them coming with the man who 
had saved them lying at length In the 
wagon, she climbed In and folded him 
in her arms. 


A year later n large bundle of pa- 


pers relating to the cane wero pigeon- 
holed in the Interior department at 
Washington and a similar bundle lu 
tho post olllce department. An order 
was Issued from each, tho one com- 
mending Benjamin Stivers,' the other 
Alexander McCurdy for the fnithful- 
ness with which they had served tho 
government in their respective depart- 
ments. 


Stivers was.proiiiotod and placed in 


another 
field. 
MeCurdy win ulti- 


mately made postmaster, and 
the 


Campbell brothers dropped moonshln- 
Ing and took up legitimate business. 
But the greatest of all the rewards— so 
McCurdy considered It—was Ills, in 
the love of Mag Catupb<*ll.

Sometimes Have the Effect of Bring. 


Ing Obstinate Employers to a Real- 
ization of the Fact That They Have 
Something to Arbitrate. 


Indianapolis. Incl.. Sept. 3.—Presi- 


dent Samuel Rompers. In addressing 
P Labor day assemblage of ir,,0u(i per- 
sons liere, challenged D. M Parry 
president of the National Manufactur- 
ers association, to a joint debate. He 
said: 


"I have never as yet challenged Mr. 


Parry to Joint debate, but 1 say now I 
will challenge Mr. Parry to a debate 
upon the labor question and the labor 
movement, not necessarily before a 
weat public gathering, although I 
will do that If It please him. but 1 
am willing to meet him In debate be- 
fore any economical association that 
he may select. 


"I will meet him before the Indian- 


apolis Ministerial 
asoclatlon or the 


manufacturers' association of that or 
any other city In America. 


Effect of Strikes. 


"I challenge him to submit the re 


port that he prepared for the last con 
vontlon at New Orleans to the nex 
convention of the manufacturers' as 
eoclatlon, and ask the convention tc 
indorse all he said lu that report. He 
knows*,that the National Man;ifactur 
era* association wl'l not be commit 
ted to such unjustifiable and unrea 
sonable attack on organized labor. 


"A strike may bilng about strife and 


discord, but as soon as It Is done bet 
tcr feelings are engendered and mtitu 
al respect is brought about. 
I don* 


think I would care to have a strike 
in Mr. Parry's factory, but 1 don't be 
lleve It would be an unmixed evil, for 
he might learn a lesson that Mr. Baer 
has learned—that there Is something 
to arbitrate, to discuss, to concede. 


"Organized labor 
has 
no 
feollnj, 


against Mr.- Parry. It has no designs 
against his life, his children, or the 
safety of his property. 
He Is a safe 


from labor as Is President Hoosevelt." 


Justice and Humanity. 


Before referring to Mr. Parry's op' 


position to organized labor Mr. Com- 
pers said. In part: 


"We know that the tollers of Amer- 


ica organized In a practical, peaceable, 
rational movement for the uplifting of 
the masses, marched with you to-day. 
And we know that as they marched 
they marked a milestone from the 
demonstrations 
of 
a 
year 
ago, 


a 
milestone 
In 
the 
progress 


of 
industrial freedom, a milestone 


in the advance of human Justice, leav- 
ing behind us all that Is wrong, all 
that is unjust that we have been able 
to conquer, and also making a deter- 
mination that as year passes year In 
the cycle of time there shall stand 
out a humanity OH broad as the uni- 
verse, as deep In Its love as the seas, 
and as high In Its hopes and Its asplr 
atlons as the heavens above us. The 
•world Is our field 
and 
Justice and 


humanity our goal. 


Specialization of Industry. 


To-day we have great machines of 


labor, new tools of labor, dividing and 
subdividing the Ubor performed, spe- 
cialization of industry going on, the 
worker doing a thousand—eye. ten 
thousand—times over and over a little 
given thing In the great beehives of 
industry, and all these machines pro- 
pelled by tbo power of steam and elec- 
tricity. 


"Now, I ask every thoughtful man 


and woman wltL'n the sound of my 
voice, 1 ask anyone who may perhaps 
have the opportunity of reading any- 
thing I may say this afternoon, how 
can a workman, an individual work- 
man, net upon his own Initiative and 
from his own volition? Where can he 
act as an individual to try and secure 
improvement in his condition, much 
less protection, against a great cor- 
poration? 


Fewer Strikes. 


"Some may say the working men 


lose their individuality when they Join 
e. union of labor. In truth the work' 
ing man has lost his Individuality Just 
as soon as he enters one of our great 
modern Industrial plants. 


"The old Idea, even among the busi- 


ness men. that competition Is the life 
of industry is no longer held as an 
economical tenet; it is no longer be- 
lieved and declared by men who know 
the trend of events in the development 
of Industry. They realize that compe- 
tition is to-day 
the 
death 
of the 
trader. 


"A strike Is nothing more nor less 


than a disagreement between the em- 
ployer and Ills workmen about contin- 
uing Industry upon an old agreement. 
And strikes are diminishing In num- 
bers. In spite of all our opponents 
say. 


"Wo stand for arbitration and wo 


pin our faith to It, but we realize that, 
as nations must be strong in order to 
have fair arbitration and to secure 
fair treatment from other nations, so 
must the working people be. organized 
and prepared to defend their Interests 
it they want conciliation and arbitra- 
tion from the other side."
